Polish President Killed in

republic, fell before an assassin's 
bullet at noon today, Just one week 
since his election and only forty- 
ight hours after actually taking up 


the duties of office.

hibition of paintings, and tha assas- 
sin was an artist, one Nlewadomskl, 
long regarded by his associates aa 
mentally derang-ed. 


JOINfl HAND SHAKERS. 


Tha president had just oonclodefj 


a brief address and, accompanied by 
ibis aJde-de-camp and" two-members 
of his cabinet, was entering the first 
hall of the exhibition to view the 
paintings, when Nlewadomskl Joined

Instead of stopping In front of M 


Narutowloz, tha assassin circled the 
crowd to a position _,ln the rear. Then 
working his way so close to his vic- 
tim that there was no chance of 
missing he drew a revolver and fired 
three times, all the bullets piercing 
the president's back, 


DEATH CAME QUICKLY. 


M. Narutowicz terribly wounded 


collapsed to the floor and died with- 
in a few moments. 


The slayer as soon as his deed was 


done, turned lor flight, but Immedl- 
ateyl was borne down by tha in- 
furalted spectators, who kicked and 
beat him unmercifuly 
Ha was res- 


cued with difficulty by police and 
taken to the police station under ex- 
ceptionally heavy guard.

"Squire A T P'pher 
defended 
the 


prisoners, while Attorney James L. 
Hicks was prosecuting attorney. Tn 
the trial of Opal Arthur both Mans- 
field and Hicks appeared as prose- 
cutors 


Mrs Holden and her two SORB took 


the stand and swore they knew noth- 
ing of the crime. Dunham 
did not 


testify 


VERDICT OF GTJTLTT 


Six hours after the jury took the 


case the following verdict was re- 
turned: 


"W« the Jury find all the de- 


fendants guilty of murder and 
fix their punishments aa follows 
Calvin Holden and Albert Dun- 
ham sentenced to death on the 
scaffold, Anna Holden sentenced 
to ser\e twenty-five years In the 
penitentiary, and Ed Holden to 
serve fifteen years 
In (he peni- 


tentiary" 
The three men sat passive In the 


face of 
their 
condemnation 
The 


woman seemed stunned for a moment 
then burst forth in a flood of abuse 
A retrial for the two condemned to 
death was denied and 
Judge E P. 


Vail now living in Chicago and the 
father of Attorney Robert P. Vail of 
Decatur then pronounced 
sentence 


upon Mrs. Holden and her son Ed. 


PRISOKEJRS DENT CRlTtfE.

Calvin Holden sadly said' "No, noth- 
ing more than I have said I am inno- 
cent."

Judge Vail then sentenced them to 


die the 17th of October 
ASKED MOTHER FOR HIS LIFE 


The convicted men were taken to 


jail. Mrs Holden and Ed were to be 
taken to Jbllet that night. As the 
mother bade her son good-bye, Cal 
placed his arms about her neck end 
begged her to tell the truth and save 
his life. It was believed from the end- 
ing of the trial that she would make 
a statement that she and Ed com- 
mitted the crime Their sentence was 
pronounced and they could lose noth^ 
ing by a confession. 


MOTHER, CONFESSES 


On the way to prison 
the mother 


made a confession and while It was 
never made 
public 
but 
It wa» 


rumored that Mrs 
Holden nald Ed 


killed Russell while she dressed In 
Dunham's clothes, held the horse. 


Governor Flfer granted a reprieve 


to the condemned men, and the eve- 
ning before the day set for the execu- 
tion, with the gallows eretced outside 
the Jail, commuted their sentence to 
Imprisonment for life. 


Dunham and Cal Holden then were 


taken 
to the Jollet penitentiary, 


where Cal died, Dunham, later was 
freed

Chicago, Oct. 16.—A definite pro- 


gram to amend the immigration law, 
has been worked out by a .group of 
the chief agricultural, manufacturing 
and financial interests of the country 
in a series-of conferences which end- 
ed during • the 
present 
week in a. 


meeting at the Sherman hotel here. 


These interests have canvassed the 


si'tuation and find that the present 
flow of immigration ' is Insufficient 
to meet the need^ of agriculture and 
industry generally. 
They want some 


of the checks removed in the hope 
that'the call for workers may be met. 


SERIOUS SHORTAGE. 


The present labor shortage which 


exists chiefly in a few individual in- 
dustries, notably the building .trades, 
is but a curtain-raiser to the short- 
age that may be expected next year, 
in the opinion .of these employers, 
unless a greater supply of foreign 
workers is available than the present 
law promises. t 


THE PROVISIONS. 


They .therefore, propose to have the 


law amended so as to provide: 


1. That emigration shall be con- 


sidered in computing quotas permis- 
sible from foreign countries, the net 
figures—difference between the num- 
ber of immigrants and the number 
of emigrants—being1 considered 
as 


Immigration. This amendment would 
permit 
the arrival 
on American 


shores 
of a good many thousands 


moro than are now allowed to land. 


2. Examination of immigrants at 


ports of embarkation abroad, rather 
than upon their arrival in the United 
States, thereby minimizing rejections 
at ports of entry here. 


TINDER CONTROL. 


3. Control by the secretary of la- 


bor of the immigrants after their ar- 
rival in the United States find dur- 
ing the period of their 
alienation.

Reparation and Debt'Courses.

New York, Dec. 16.—The grav.ity of Germany's financial 


crisis is the point most stressed in the financial discussion of 
the past week. First there was the break off of the London 
conference of Premiers in which French and British viewpoints 
regarding reparations were shown to be as far apart as ever. 


Then there was the declaration of the British prime min- 


ister that if the burden on Germany's shoulders were not light- 
ened, complete financial collapse was inevitable. Following 
came the discouraging proof that the French government, out 
of fear of a mistaken public opinion, refused to recognize the 
impossibility of collecting the indemnity money unless Ger- 
many is kept on her feet. 
. 


PEACE FAR AWAY. 


•Apparently the nations are no nearer agreement on the 


reparations question than they have been at any time and they 
are just as far away from settling the kindred problem of inter- 
allied debts. England claims her in- 
ability to pay America unless she Is 
paid by France. 


France says she cannot meet her 


obligations either to Great Britain or 
the United States unless she Is paid 
by Germany and Germany says she 
cannot pay unless helped from the 
outside. 


WILL, BE DISCUSSED.

EUROPEAN SITUATION.

Editor Review: 


What has been printed before and 


since Armistice day in regard to the 
driving of ox teams has doubtless 
been read with considerable Interest 
by old-timers in central Illinois'. But 
there are several old-timers in this 
immediate neighborhood who 
can 


tell ox-team stories Uiat would'be 
surprising to the younger genera- 
tion. 


I have not lived so very many 


years, but I have seen a great many 
tr-ines, even when sober, John Klrby 
ot Platt county, banker and farmer, 
used to break sod with any number 
of yoke ot oxen, -jp to ten or a dozen, 
hitched- to one 
plo-v, 
as did. my 


father, J. N. Miller, and numbers of 
others. They always 'used the whip 
in driving oxen, and they were ex- 
perts with the long whip, from cut- 
tins' t!he tip off an ear to killing a 
fly on the back of an ox. 


USED GOOD. 


When they wanted to break in a 


new steer to -work they Just yoked 
him in with his team mate, tied their 
tails together, cracked the whip and 
said "Go on!" And the new ox went 
right along, as a rule, after a few 
protests. When they rode an ox or 
drove a yoke to a buggy they used 
a. goad. 


DRAINING SWAMPS. 


Oxen were used In dragging .lops 


and for all heavy loads. In draining 
swamps they ' lade what they called 
bull-dltohes, moles or blind ditches. 
They hitched up enough ox teams to 
a machine to 'pull it._ This later be- 
came tho common practice in drain- 
ing swamps in Minnesota. As many 
as 100 or 120 bulls would bo yoked to 
one madhi-ne, all polling at the same 
time, and the ditch was completed as 
they went along. At times some of 
the bulls would be under -water, som» 
swimming and others In the mud, 
but they kept going. 


The oxen were fed only twice 
a 


day, morning and evening. 


STADLER'S STUNT. 


Over in Muncie, Ind,, when "the 


Little Giant" was campaigning for 
president, our good friend George A. 
Stadler and a. few others pulled oft 
a little street stunt. They had a 
wagon coupled up with long hickory 
poles and on this wagon were young 
women representing each

many improvements probably. 


In consideration of the plan 
of 


their s having one central point 
or 


loop as -a 'diverging 
point, 
will 


eventually be of as much value to 
them just as the transfer 
station 


and loop Is of unestimable value to 
the street car people. As time goes 
on, the time may come when some 
more or less consolidation of man- 
agement of routes may appear, or 
the pooling of fares, which might at 
any time be arranged without con- 
solidation. 


For instance, say they charge as 


at present, five cents for a single 
trip and one penny more for transfer 
slips, the route holding the .transfer 
slips of course, collecting one half 
three cents off of the Issuing route. 
This rate meets the street car rate 
and popularizes the business, there- 
by being a winning card. What we 
want Is patronage, and lots of It. 


As to the traffic question, that Is 


a perplexing problem' we must all 
admit. But, let's consider 
of what 


concern and sphere is this establish- 
ment of city bus routes. 
If it is a 


utility for the transport of the gen- 
eral public, and Is placed under cer- 
tain restrictions such as franchises 
for certain streets only, etc., just as 
the street car system Is, then 
It 


seems to me It should have pretty 
much the same down town privi- 
leges, regardless of congestion. 


What if some one should advacate 


the re-routing of the street car sys- 
tem, via church and Franklin streets 
on account of congestion. Guess we 
would hear from It right away. And 
right they would be. 
The 'public 


transfer utilities should have a first 
right to onter the congested parts of 
a city if any are to be allowed. The 
private vehicles are the 
ones that 


should be checked first, If any from 
the congested quarters, so it seems 
to me. 


If-we are to have a complete bus 


transferaga system, such 
a one as 


we finally will be proud 
of, 
we 


must start it off right by central- 
izing their starting 
and 
stopping 


point and otherwise giving them a 
chance to enter or immediately ap- 
proach the congested center.

Sullivan Advises Looking Ahead As Events of 1922 


Fail to Offer Much To Celebrate.

the year comes to a close, 
anyone

encies ot tlie past twelve 
months, 


whether from the point of view ot 
our own country or ot the world as 
a woe's, must be forced to find such 
consolation as an optimist may in 
the hope that the next year will be 
better. 


RECALLS EXPERIENCE. 


The writer recalls vividly an ex- 


perience here In Washington almost 
oxactly •. year ago. While the con- 
ference for the Limitation of Arma- 
ments was In session, the leisure of 
one heavy rainy Saturday afternoon 
was spent in conversation with a 
delegate to the conference, who both 
In the range "of his information and 
the reach of his thought, ranks with 
the great men ot bis generation. 


STILL GOINC BACKWARD. 


In the. course of the conversation 


the writer suggested that If the state 
of the world be considered by an- 
alogy to an automobile, then that 
sudden and furious 
wrench 
with 


which the Kaiser, In July 1914, threw 
tihe machine into revere^ gear, had 
not yet been changed—that civilisa- 
tion was still going T>acUward and 
that the only Qualification was that 
the backward momentum had slowed 
down a little from what it was while 
the fighting of the great war 
was 


still on. 


AT-STANDSTILL. 


To this,-the response at the other 


party 'to the conversation wae that 
olviHzatlon looked to him like an 
automobile which was stuck in the 
mud ait the foot ot a steep bill, with 
many well-meaning persona making 
unco-ord'inaled efforts to get it go- 
ing forward, with the .engine whirl- 
ing- furiously, but the machine itself 
making no progress; wtolle at the 
same time, the oil and fuel were 
being used up and the 
mechanism 


was .in every way deteriorating. 


SURROUNDED BT CHAOS. 


By a different analogy he described 


civilization as being like a compar- 
atively small Island, surrounded by 
seas of actual chaos In many sec- 
tions of the world, and Impending 
chaos in others. 


It this was a reasonably accurate 


picture of the world a year ago, not 
even the most optimistic can claim 
that things have changed materially 
for tihe better In the

RETURN OF-TURK. 


The return of the Turk to Europe 


has visualized 
in 
terms 
gravely 


alarming to us all the actual and 


complete .undoing of the expulsion 
of the Turk from Europe three rears 
before, which expulsion, had 
been, 


held to be <m« of the principal com- 
pensations of the great war—a com- 
pensation weighing, In the eyes of 
many, even moro than the overthrow 
of autocracy In Germany. 


STILL UNSETTLED.

Aside from this somber Turkish 


Incident, In a broader way, we are 
compelled to admit that those causes 
of delayed 'ft- ^ration which hane 
about the relations between France 
and Grerenany are no nearer removal 
today than they wers a year ago. 


On thi« point, some- of tlie wisest 


persons within the acaualntance of 
the writer state the »ltuation in a 
series of sentences which may be 
summarized roughly a« follows. 


MUST END" FEAR. 


"The French people, being In a 


state 
of terror about 
Germany, 


whether that terror is Justified or 
not, will not themselves take, nor 
permit others to take, the 
steps 


necessary for a restored world until 
their state of fear is removed. The 
only way ..to remov« that fear is by 
a sufficient, number of other nations 
giving to France a guaranty to como 
to her help If at any time in the 
future a recovered Germany should 
repeat the assaults it has made on 
France twice during the past fifty 
years. 
& 


NOT NECESSARY. 


It may not be essential for the 


United States to loin In this spe- 
cific guaranty. It.if possible that 1C 
a sufficient nipnbVr. of nations, like 
.Great Britain and Italy, omitting th» 
United States, should give the guar- 
anty, France's fear 
would ba re- 


moved, s 


But that the removal of this fear 


la an Indispensable conditon to 
tlia 


recovery of the world is indisputable." 


ONLY SLIGHTLY PERHAPS. 


If this it true, if the removal of 


th > state ot fear from tho French 
people by adequate sruarantces is an, 
essential prerequisite to a peaceful, 
normal world, who can say that we 
are muclu nearer to that consumma- 
tion today" than • we were a year 
ago? A little nearer we may be. 


Tbe elimination of Lloyd George, 


who without meaning to be, was al- 
ways a stumbling block, and the ne- 
gotiations at London this week, may 
have given us some slight start to- 
ward better things in Europe. It Is too 
ea-ly yet to be sure. In any event, 
certainly, the cors mraation is much 
more clearly within the field of hops 
for the coming year, than accomp- 
lishment for the past one.
